Ijos Angeles, Jan . 8.— “ From San 
Bernadino to Los Angeles every acre 
of oranges and lemons has been fro­ 
zen.” 
This was the statement that cam© 
from Pomona, the center of one of 
the heaviest producing sections of the 
citrus fruit belt. 
Only a fifth of the 
crop may be salvaged, it was asserted. 
If this is true the total loss on 150,- 
00® acres of fruit w ill amount close to 
$40,000,000. 


More conservative estimates, how­ 
ever, figure the total damage at $20,- 
000,000. 
Between $5,000,000 and $8,- 
000,000 of this sum w ill be the loss to 
railroads in curtailed freight receipts. 
In the face of this situation fruit 
growers, 
worn 
out 
by 
forty-eight 
hours’ battle against an almost un­ 
precedented 
visitation of 
frost, 
re­ 
ceived 
warning 
to 
g»*i 
out 
their 
smudging potg again. 
W ith the warn­ 
ing the weather bureau issued a bul­ 
letin stating that the worst of the cold 
wave had passed, but even this pre­ 
diction of warmer weather brought 
with it some apprehension and uncer­ 
tainty. 
According to growers a sudden re­ 
turn to the warmth of normal winter 
conditions would irreparably damage 
fruit which might he still in such con­ 
dition that a gradual lise of tempera­ 
ture would 
leave 
it in 
marketable 
shape. 


Me ans Ruin of Citrus Crop. 


This additional 
loss would 
mean 
practically the complete ruin of the 
citrus crop, the value of which has 
been placed at $50,000,000. 
Smudging operations were again in 
progress in many sections of the cit­ 
rus belt. 
The cost of fighting the frosts has 
been approximately $1.25 per acre per 
night. 
Already there have been two 
nights of smudging on nearly every 
one of the 150,000 acres which com­ 
prise the citrus fruit zone of Southern 
California. 
Growers and representatives of fruit 
buying and shipping concerns report­ 
ed that an inspection of the entire 
citrus country showed great devasta­ 
tion. 
The cold was so intense and s o 
sustained in all sections that the or­ 
ange 
and 
lemon 
foliage 
appeared 
shriveled and dry. 
Orehardists main­ 
tain thnt the matured trees were not 
damaged, though they admit that frost 
killed much nursery stock. 
W hile Pomona re|>orted a damage 
of 80 per cent of the crop San Ber­ 
nardino county appeared to he the 
• heaviest sufferer. 
San Bernardino in­ 
cludes the large Redlands orange sec­ 
tion, adjoining Riverside, and it was 
declared that 90 per cent of the crop 
was irretrievably ruined. In this coun­

the arguments, the time to be divided 
equally, 
it is expected at least five 
of the house managers w ill participate.

In his memorandum 
Judge 
Mc­ 
Clenahan states tha t the real ques­ 
tion in this case is not the right of 
the Wisconsin Steel company to wash 
the ores mined under its leases with 
the plaintiff; it undoub tedly has the 
right so to do, or otherwise to treat 
and dispose of these ores, prov ided 
that, b y so doing, there is no sub ­ 
stantial departure from the terms of 
its contracts. 
The process of wash­ 
ing is not cov ered b y any express 
prov ision of the leases in question, 
b ut neither is the treatm ent of the 
ore products at the furnaces. 
A system of weighing the ore, so 
as to furnish an accurate b asis for 
the payment of royalties and tran s­ 
portation charges, is so expressly cov ­ 
ered. howev er, and a change in this 
system is the cause of the litigation, 
and whether such change is in v io­ 
lation of the contracts is here the 
controlling feature. 
“ 1 cannot av oid the conclusion" 
says Judge McClenahan, " t ha t the 
new* system of weighing under the 
defendant's practical control, is es­ 
sentially different from the system 
which gav e such control to the trans­ 
portation company transporting the 
ore, whose interests in the results 
was, in an important respect, iden­ 
tical with that of the plaintiff.

J. 1‘iorpont Morgan acknowledged on 
the witness stand that such a regula­ 
tion would l>o beneficial, but he doubt­ 
ed the practicability of attempting to 
enforce it.

According to growers a .sudden re­ 
turn to the warmth of normal winter 
conditions would irreparably damage 
fruit which might be still in such con­

Means Ruin of Citrus Crop. 


This additional 
loss would 
mean 
practically the complete ruin of the 
citrus crop, the value of which has 
been placed at $50,000,000. 
Smudging operations were again in 
progress in many sections of the cit­ 
rus belt. 
The cost of fighting the frosts has 
been approximately $1.25 per acre per 
night. 
Already there have been two 
nights of smudging on nearly every 
one of the 150,000 acres which com­ 
prise the citrus fruit zone of Southern 
California. 
Growers and representatives of fruit 
buying and shipping concerns report­ 
ed that an inspection of the entire 
citrus country showed great devasta­ 
tion. 
The cold was so intense and so 
sustained in all sections that the or­ 
ange 
and 
lemon 
foliage 
appeared 
shriveled and dry. 
Orchardists main­ 
tain that the matured trees were not 
damaged, though they admit that frost 
killed much nursery stock. 
W h ile Pomona reported a damage 
of SO per cent of the crop San Ber­ 
nardino county appeared to be the 
-heaviest sufferer. 
San Bernardino in­ 
cludes the large Redlands orange sec­ 
tion, adjoining Riverside, and it was 
declared that 90 per cent of the crop 
was irretrievably ruined. In this coun­

would lose from $9,000,000

000,000.

Members of the senate demanded of 
Judge Archbald time and again wheth­ 
er he did not think it improper and 
unfair lo the other parties in a suit to 
request of one attorney an explanation 
or correction of evidence without giv­ 
ing like privileges to the other side. 
He said he did not consider it good 
practice, but insisted he thought there 
was nothing improper in his conduct. 


W ill Divide Tim e Equally. 


Archbald held the witm ss stand for 
nearly two hours. 
The end of all 
testimony in the case came before the 
close of the proceedings. 
There re­ 
main now only the closing arguments 
and the vote of the senate as to wheth­ 
er Judge Archbald is guilty. 
The sen­ 
ate determined to give three days to 
the arguments, the time to be divided 
equally. 
It is expected at least live 
of the house managers will participate. 
The Louisville and Nashville charge 
centered about Judge Archbald’s re­ 
quest of Attorney Bruce for informa­ 
tion as to a certain point in the Mont­ 
gomery rate cases, which had been 
argued 
before the commerce court. 
Judge Archbald said ha had differed 
with the balance of the court and, in 
writing a dissenting opinion, he asked 
Mr. Bruce to clear up a controverted 
question about whether or not certain 
rate changes violated the old "Cooley 
arbitration” treaty, that had long op­ 
erated over the Southwestern rates.

MORGAN THINKS IDEA GOOD. 


Pujo Prober* of Alleged Money Tru*t

Tho questions asked by tho Pujo 
commit toe** counsel clearly indicated 
tho program of reform which the com­ 
mittee had in mind in its pro!** of the 
alleged money trust, in some cases 
positively enough to make it practical­ 
ly certain that they will in? included 
In the committee's recommendations.

J. Pierpont Morgan acknowledged on 
the witness stand that such a regula­ 
tion would l>e beneficial, but he doubt­ 
ed the practicability of attempting to 
enforce it. 
He thought that such an 
attempt would result in the organiza­ 
tion of another exchange. 
The committee seemed certain also 
to make some recommendation looking 
to the curtailment or abolition of ma­ 
nipulations of the stock market. 
Several suggestions have l#*en made 
by the committee In the course of the 
hearing. 
One was that members of 
the New York Stock Exchange be pro­ 
hibited from executing orders for im­ 
portant operators who are known to 
have manipulated tile m arket 
An­ 
other wns that the exchange compel 
the actual delivery of the stock at the 
New York exchange clearing house. 
From what has already developed 
however, the indications are that th* 
committee itself will not attempt to 
lay down any nih*s as to how manipu­ 
lation shall la? wiped out but Instead 
will Impose the duty on the responsi­ 
ble authorities of the stock exchanges.

Death Rate of Babies. 
“The death rate for the total popula­ 
tion is slowly but surely declining;

The 
estimate of Dr. Creasy L. Wilbur, chief 
statistician, that at least 300,000 babies 
die annually in the United States means 
that one baby out of every eight dies 
before It is a year old. 
“In certain unfavorable localities this 
rate is much greater. 
Babies in poor 
neighborhoods in an American city, for 
which figures are available, die at the 
rate of 373 per 1,000 babies under one 
year of age, xx bile the corresponding 
rate for babies in the good residence 
quarters of the same city is 150. The 
New Zealand death rate for babies is 
but sixty-eight per 1,000 births. The 
great point a bait this Inquiry Is that it 
b eg in s with the birth record of the 
child and follows it through its first 
year, instead of taking the mortality 
record and xvorking backward.
